Brainerd is pre-eminently the 
place to locate the next institution of 
this character, and our citizens shonld 
at once take steps to secure it. 
It at 
least ought to come to this part of 
the state.

man. 
H e must be one of the most 
reputable citizens of the town, or be 
will not be permitted to have charge 
of a saloon. 
The saloon itself is a 
plain, four walled room. 
No pictures 
decorate it; no warm stove sends out 
genial comfort. 
There is not even a 
chair to sit down in. 
A man may 
buy whiskey by the drink. 
H e drinks 
it and is sent off about his business. 
H e may not have another drink of 
spirits within three hours. The liquor 
shops are not opened till 8 o’clock in 
the morning. 
They are closed at the 
noon honr and closed at 7:30 in the 
evening in winter and 8 in summer. 
On pay day the saloons are shut be­ 
fore the work men get money, and 
the day before a holiday they close at 
noon. 
The result is that drunkenness 
in Sweden aud Norway is decreasing 
perceptibly and steadily.

They are dosed at the 
noon boor and closed at 7 dO in the 
evening in winter and 8 in summer. 
On pay day the saloons are shut be 
fore the work men get money, and 
the day before a holiday they dose at 
noon. The reedit is that drunkenness 
in Sweden and Norway is decreasing 
perceptibly and steadily.

Dec. 20 — E tate A uditor 
B ierm auu, in 
his 
biennial 
report, 
g ives the state some advice on g uard­ 
ing w hat is left of Its w ealth of tim 
her. 
H e says the law should req uire 
th a t exam iners g ive bonds for the 
faithful perform ance of their duties, 
and th a t exam ination be m ade from 
actual view aud in detail, in tracts 
not larg er than forty acres. T hese re­ 
ports should be verified by affidavit 
of the exam iner. 
A m inim um price 
per thousand feet 
for virg in w hite 
pine should be fixed a t $ -3. and for in­ 
ferior q ualities not less than $ 1.50. 
"P erm its to cut pine tim ber,” says 
the auditor, "should not be g iven for 
a term long er than tw o years, and ex ­ 
tension beyond th a t jveriod rarely, if 
ever. 
It should be w ithin the pow er 
of the sta te 
laud 
com m issioner to 
danse all cutting s being done to be ex­ 
am ined and scaled under oath. Inde­ 
pendent of the scaling of the deputies 
of the surveyor g eneral of log s, at 
least tw ice during the cuttlug . 
In 
this way errors, w hether accidental or 
not, could be g uarded ag ainst and the 
sta te assured of fair treatm ent. 
All 
log s cut should be m arked w ith a bark 
m ark duly recorded in the nam e of 
the state, and this m ark should hot 
be allowed to be used but for the log s 
from one section or trac t being cut 
and landed a t any p articular lauding . 
The deputies of the several surveyors 
g eneral should be placed under bonds 
aud their report verified by affidavit. 
All bills from the surveyor g eneral for 
scaling should be tiled In this office by 
April 1 of each year, aud all stum p- 
ag e should be m ade due on May 1. 
If not paid at th a t tim e a penalty, say 
of 5 per cent, should Unm edlately ac­ 
crue, w ith Interest from date of dt» 
linq ueucy.” 
SwHtnp Land*. 
H e finds from the records of the 
state 
land 
office 
and 
from other 
sources th a t the sta te has suffered 
g reat loss in the disposition of sw am p 
lands g ranted by cong ress. 
R edress 
should be soug ht, he says, either from 
the secretory of the interior or throug h 
cong ress. 
H e continues. 
"L'uder the law of 1880 reg ulating 
the sale and lease of m ineral and oth­ 
e r lands belong ing to the state, 2,085 
prospective leases and 331 m ining con­ 
tracts have been executed. 
N aturally, 
much of the land covered by these 
leases has been abandoned, so fa r as 
the search of m ineral is concerned, 
and. In some cases, the annual pay­ 
m ents due the state under co ntra ct re­ 
m ain unpaid. 
W here the abandon­ 
m ent of the land em braced in these 
contracts is conclusively show n the 
contract has b» *en som etim es canceled, 
and new Issues have beeu allow ed to 
be filed. 
T he iniuing of irou ore on 
state land has been reduced to the

of the five doors it branched out into 
tong ues of leaping destruction aud it 
seemed ns thoug h the whole interior 
of tin* structure was a seething mass. 
1*ortunately the g u**st list w as no* 
very larg e and the m ajority of Miosc 
reg istered w ere politicians and were 
dow n on the second floor w here Mr. 
Fish and Mr. M alby had headq uarters. 
Then* w as n rush for the stairs in 
the front and the s o na nts ' srairs In 
the Lack where the flames had not yet 
reached, and in a few m inutes there 
w as a tum bling m ass of hum anity 
com ing dow n. Those on the two upper 
floors could not avail them selves of 
the stairs for tin* ilann - w ere rushing 
throug h corridors, and |K*ople on the 
streets who had noticed the flames, 
heard the crash of g lass and saw 
fig ures come tum bling out of the w in­ 
dows. 
Mrs. II. A. Foakcs of Clove 
land and B. F. H eilm an jum ped from 
the w indows and were fatally Injured. 
Several others were badly burned. 
The departm ent w ith nine stream s 
of w ater pouring into the building , 
could do absolutely nothing at all to 
stop the onslaug ht of the flames, and 
tho only work w as to save the su r­ 
rounding property. The hotel takes In 
the entire block, about 110 by 450 feet, 
and this w as In fifteen m inutes a 
seething cauldron only bound by the 
four walls. 
The w ires of the electric 
lig ht com pany w ere destroyed aud a 
section of the city w as In darkness, 
save for the lig ht of the fire. 
Of the 
100 or more g uests of the hotel not one 
Is known to have saved more than the 
clothes on their |M*rson. 
The D elavan house w as fifty years 
old and w as one of the m ast fam ous 
hotels in the country. 
It is a part of 
tin* estate of 
E dw ard (’. Delavan. 
H urly *V Moore, the proprietors, paid 
$ 40.(MN) a year rental, and lately had 
m ade vast im provem ents in expecta­ 
tions of a big w inter season. 
T he to­ 
tal loss Is estim ated a t $ 500.ijtx>, w ith 
iu it suranc** of $ 300,000. 
T here are rum ors th a t there are 
l>odies In the ruins and th a t q uite a 
num lier of people did not escape. 
The 
clerk says that he Is i>*>sitive all the 
g uests escaped, but do**s not feel so 
sure alxm t the help, of which there 
was a g t/a t uum ber. 
T here is no way 
of H iding out positively w hether the 
rum ors are true or not, and It will tak* 
day or tw o to determ ine.

guests escaped, but does not feel so 
sure about the help, of which there 
was a g ifa t num ber. T here is no way 
of H iding out positive!}’ w hether the 
rum ors are tru e or not, and It will tak< 
a day or tw’o to determ ine.

How 
pow erful is the force of exam ple! Rec­ 
titude is promoted, not only by precept 
but by example, and, so to speak, by 
contact it is increased m ore widely. 
K indness is com m unicated In the sam e 
way. V irtue of every kind acts like an 
electric shock 
Til os** who come under 
its influence imbibe its principles. If 
servants come to you bad you may a t 
least improve them ; possibly alm ost 
change their natures. H ere follows, 
then, a receipt to th at effect. Receipt 
for obtaining good servants: I /'t them 
observe in your conduct to others ju st 
the qualities and virtues th a t you would 
desire they should possess and practice j 
as respects you.Be uniform ly kind and j 
gentle. If you reprove do so w ith rea- j 
son aqd w ith tem pos Be respectable 
and you will be respected fly them- Be 
kind and you will meet kindness from 
them. Consider 
their 
interests 
and 
they will consider yours. A friend in a 
servant is no contem ptible thing. Be 
to every servant a friend, and heart- 
lesa, indeed, will be the servant who 
does not w arm in love to you.

CALIFORNIA COAST. 


A Sunfish T hat W elch s I,MOO P ounds 
Can D m a a Boat at a F lv e -K a o t 
Pac*—A G oosefish T hat S ucks D o m 
Sea G a lls F rom th e Air. 


The capture of an I.SOO-pound sun­ 
fish recently has set th** tongues of 
anglers wagging all along the coast In 
this vicinity, says a San Diego, Cal., 
correspondent of tin* Chicago Tribune. 
This is an enormous weight, even for 
a sunfish, and is probably the largest 
specimen ever taken by fishermen on 
this or any other coast. Sunfish weigh­ 
ing half a ton have been reported, but 
one weighing nearly a ton is excep­ 
tional. 
Its captors were in a fo re foot fish­ 
ing smack. They sighted th** huge dor­ 
sal fin of tin* sunfish towering above 
th** surface of the mean, where he was 
enjoying a sun bath. When thus filiat­ 
ing lazily at tin* surface the sunfish is

frightened. The big body was an easy* 
mark for th** harpoon. The fisherman 
hurled th** iron from the bow of the 
smack, hitting the fish just below the 
ptvtor.il tin.

It. is called goosefish from tin* fact that I 
they have been known to swallow live 
geese. 
Then' is an authentic record of seven j 
wild d u c k s having been taken from the I 
stomach of one of these fish. Fisher- ; 
nu'ii are annoyed by having the wooden i 
buoys of lobster pots swallowed by tho 
goosefish. Although the fish frequently ] 
comes to the surface to feed, it prefers 
living on tin* bottom of the ocean. The 
upper sulfa tv of the creature is mot- ; 
tic*] and tinted in such close rt'semb- 
lance to stones and gravel and seaweed 
that it lH'come quite indistinguishable 
among them in order to complete the 
method of concealment the whole mar­ 
gin of tho fish and the very edge of the 
lips and jaw s have loose tags and 
fringes, which wave and sway about 
amid th** currents of water so as to 
look exactly like the smaller algae 
which move around them anti along 
with them. They are four or five feet 
long and weigh about forty pounds.

Ja mes McNa ughton Meets a Pa inful Dea th 


La s t Sa turda y . 


On Inst Saturday' morning ab out 9 
o'clock. Jas. McNaughton, son of 
ex Alderman Jas. McNaughton, was 
fatally injured in the yards of the B. 
& N. M. railroad, near the Northern 
Mill. 
Mr. McNaughton was foreman 
of the yard crew, and was at work at 
the tune. 
He had b een riding on the 
foot-b oard of the switch engine and 
had jum ped off to throw a switch,

The result is that drunkenness 
in Sweden and Norway is decreasing 
perceptibly and steadily.

travel over the country and play 
for him. But Roy refused, saying 
that for him to play poker would be 
nothing less than robbery of his vic­ 
tims.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Denver, Jan. J.-T l!e Rocy Moun­ 
tain News has received special dis­ 
patch* s from W estern Nebraska tell­ 
ing of destitution and distr* ss prevail­ 
ing among the 
inhabitants of tin* 
drouth-stricken districts. 
A dispatch 
from Hastings says: 
"Terrible desti­ 
tution exists iu Perkins, Chase, Dun­ 
dy, Lincoln, Hayes, Hitchcock and 
Frontier counties and the worst fea­ 
ture is the people in several localities 
ar * afllicted with scurvy for w ant of 
wholesome food. The state relief com­ 
mittee find themselves unable to re­ 
lieve all th** people in distress so great 
are tho dem ands for aid. 
|j * rii'ro 'td men report that since 
the * old snap no less than a dozen 
people bate perished in th** above 
county in the past two .lays *j\- >\ant 
o f food and fuel. 
H undreds of fam i­ 
lies are without coal and In the bor­ 
der counties where no trees or brush 
exist ti ** poor people bad a hard time 
to keep from freezing to death 
In 
Perkins county d* stitm ion is complete. 
Over flOu families are appealing for 
help. 
Near Lisbon the wife and two chil­ 
dren of Settler Burns suffered for 
want of proper r.onishmeut and cloth­ 
ing to cover them. 
In Hitchcock county the wife of 
one of tin* settlers gave birth to twins 
during the storm, aud 
before 
the 
neighbors could '•each the home of the 
poor woman slit* expired for w ant of 
sufficient 
food and attention. 
The 
twins are still living and in charge of 
charitable neighbors. 
Coal is most reed* <1 in the drouth- 
stricken district, and Mr. Ltulden. of 
the state relief committee and General 
M anager Iloldrodge, cf the Burling­ 
ton & Missouri River, are doing every­ 
thing in their power to forw ard sup­ 
plies to tin* most desolate localities. 
Very few of the farm ers in the border 
counties have any stock left, having 
lot their cattle and horses roam at 
largo. 
Stock is being driven out of 
the state to prevent starvation. 
Corn planted in eight or ten of the

counties 
never 
reached a 
height of over six inches and contains 
no more nourishm ent than sage brush.
